c. Independent Claims 1 1 and 14, recite the limitation of using a proactive 
simulation in the operating system, where the operating system does not have 
true processor state available (i.e. ACPI table), to perform a forward-looking load 
determination of the processor and using the results of the simulation to control 
the processor performance state by controlling the frequency and voltage of the 
processor without performing throttling and using a GPIO block to control a 
thermal management signal. These limitations in combination with all other 
claim limitations provide for allowable subject matter. 

d. (Claims 17 and 20): Are allowable for being dependent on an allowable claim.
